And, un- 
derneath the dust, evidence in- 
dicates, is a hard primary lay- 
er. Whether it would support the 
weight of a large manned 
spaceship cannot be determined 
from photographs alone.

Crucifix Considered 
Art Work, But People 
Won't Let It Go 


MONTECRETO, Italy (AP) - 


Parishioners in this northern 
mountain village have been told 
by provincial authorities 
to 


hand over their cherished cruci 
fix in one week so it can be re- 
paired, or the law will step in. 


The controversy began sever- 


al months ago when an art 
teacher from the nearby city of 
Modena saw the crucifix in the 
parish church and judged it to 
be a rare masterpiece by an 
unknown 12th century artist. 


The teacher told government 


fine arts officials that the cruci- 
fix badly needed repairing, and 
a team of specialists was dis- 
patched. 


Surrounded 


The specialists succeeded in 


moving the crucifix out of the 
church, but found themselves 
surrounded by grim-faced vil- 
lagers who advised them to 
leave the crucifix alone and de- 
part. 


The art specialists left hur- 


riedly. But the fine arts agency, 
insisting it has the right and 
duty to restore all valuable art 
works in its zone, asked the par-

The porosity was one indica- 


tion that much of the moon's 
crust is lava, hardened while 
still in a foamy state. 


Kuiper said there were many 


evidences of volcanic activity in 
the moon's crust and that some 
of the steeper craters might be 
extinct volcanos. 


Kuiper said he thinks theories 


about the moon's origin "are 
not immediately affected by 
these pictures."

"The things we have learned

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Bobby Baker Sires a New Study 


The only concrete result of the Senate 


Rules Committee'* investigation of the af- 
fairs of Bobby Baker was a recommenda- 
tion that the Senate adopt a rule requiring 
senators and all senate employees earning 
over $10.000 a year to disclose annually 
their major outside interests. 


Now the Senate by a 48-39 vote has 


rejected the proposed rule 


Instead we are to get another study. A 


17-mernber commission will be appointed 
to conduct a two-year study of measures 
to insure high ethical standards among all 
federal officials 


There was some merit in the argument 


offered by opponents of the rule that it 
vould have singled out senators for com- 


pliance, and that all federal employees 
should be subjected to the same standards. 
But in the interim before the two-year 
study is finished the Senate could have 
kept its own skirts clean with such a rule. 


So Bobby Baker goes his merry way 


practically unscathed by the investigation 
which Democrats refused to pursue to the 
full extent. Apparently he will escape any 
federal prosecution also, which might pro- 
vide some fuel for Republicans in this 
election year. 


And in the two years the commission 


will study the matter the public can be 
expected to forget about the whole mess 
Which undoubtedly is the major purpose 
of the study. 


A Thinking Man's Campaign? 


The presidential campaign is certain to 


be an emotional affair Some of Senator 
Goldvvater's supporters, as indicated at the 
Republican convention, are not going to be 
bothered by issues or opinions but will be 
motivated purely by their fen en' attach- 
ment lo the man 
Similanly some oppo- 


nents turn virtually purple with antagonism 
without much regard for proposals or pro- 
grams or platforms 


But there are a'so increasing signs that 


the campaign may bring out into the open 
discussions of political philosophies that 
ha\e lain dormant or ha\e 
not been 


recently explored. 


All of Senator Goldwater's backers do 


not "long to return to the womb" as the 
A'ezr York Trmes intemperately put it, nor 
are tnej advocates of such extreme meas- 
ures as repealing the income tax. dropping 
bombs on Moscow and Peking, requiring 
lovalty oaths right and left or restoring 
segregation. There are many supporters 
v ho feel government has become too exten- 
sne and taxes too high, regulations too in- 
volved, interference too frequent There 
are others who have just a vague feeling 
that there is something wrong in the ciul 
rights violence, and in the frustration of 
not winning or perhaps not fighting the 
war in Viet Nam They have a wistful long- 
ing for a more simple society with clear-cut 


answers and solutions. As we pointed out 
before there are a lot of valid issues which 
will come up for discussion even though 
some of the votes on both sides cannot be 
morally upheld 


But there is also, as the Wall Stieet 


Journal pointed out. a rather strange unrest 
in a nation of such wide prosperity. Is this 
insecurity one more proof that mankind 
cannot solve all his problems himself 
Or do we iust have more time to think 
about them? 


President Johnson is not a dedicated 


"liberal" nor is Senator Goldwater a far 
right "conservative" But the fall's cam- 
paign may stimulate more real thinking for 
a lot of people on some rather basic ques- 
tions as to what they expect of their nation, 
the relationship of various levels of gov- 
ernment, our role in world affairs, in fact 
our own lives and our own places in society. 
Many may discover that solutions to all 
these problems cannot be found in govern- 
ment and many may decide that after all 
they do not want to change the present 
reliance. 


Already, we think, there are signs that 


this is becoming more of a thoughtful 
campaign The violently "anti" editorials 
have been toned down- the extreme advo- 
cates have been shushed The nomination 
of Senator Goldwater may turn out to be 
\ery healthy for the nation. 


Lesson in C/fy-Suburban Relations 


State Planner Walter Johnson recently 


Issued a final order for a referendum Nov. 
3 in the City of Green Bay and the adjoin- 
ing Town of Preble on consolidation of the 
township of some 12.500 people with the 
citv. It is the climax of years of discussion 
and months of negotiation which res"lted 
in drawing up a consolidation ordinance 
which has been approved by both the city 
council and the town board. 


When Johnson issued his order, he 


remarked. 


"The 
general spirit of compromise 


exhibited by city officials, town officials, 
and citizens at large, all amicably striving 
for the most desirable solution to their 
common problems, offers an outstanding 
example to the rest of the state of city- 
euburban cooperation." 


The spirit was not always so In years 


gone by relations between the two muni- 
cipalities were often 
strained 
But as 


Preble became more and more urbanized, 
as the town government had to supply 
more and more services including an 
expensive senior-junior high school, the 
realities of the situation began to take 
priority over emotions When the Preble 


tax rate equalled and surpassed that of 
Green Bay. consolidation efforts began in 
earnest. 


The new spirit of cooperation is spread- 


ing in the Green Bay area. Two referen- 
dums in the suburban town of Allouez to 
provide money with which to build a town- 
ship high school were defeated in recent 
months. And this week new elections to 
the town's school board have swung the 
board's majority to those in favor of dis- 
cussing attaching the Allouez school sys- 
tem to that of Green Bav 


Previously, in an advisory referendum, 


voters of Allouez had favored building 
their own high school But when they were 
confronted with the actual costs, many 
changed their minds 


As Planner Johnson says, this is "an 


outstanding example to the rest of the 
state " 


The future of towns surrounding cities 


can be read in the history of the Preble- 
Green Bay situation. When urbanization 
reaches the stage where townships must 
provide services equivalent to those of the 
city, the total tax base of the two areas is 
needed to finance those services on any- 
thing approaching a reasonable tax basis

1899. Charles R. Smith died in 
1916, and his two sons — Mow- 
ry Smith Sr. and Carlton R. 
Smith — joined the firm. 


In 1936, Mowry Sr. was elect-

In 1961, Mow- 
ry was elected chairman of the 
corporation, Carlton chairman 
of the company, and M o w r y 
Smith Jr. president of the com- 
pany.
